INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
THE INTERNATIONAL LITERARY ASSOCIA- 
TION. 
From the London Literary World, Oct. 12. 


Mr. BLANCHARD JERROLD writes: ‘‘ The re- 
cent Swiss Legisiative decree, which gives to 
foreign authors the same privileges respecting 
copyright and right of dramatic performance as 
writers who are citizens of the Confederation, is 
due, like the Franco-German and the Franco- 
Spanish Literary Conventions, to the initiative of 
the International Literary Association. In his 
address of last June to the Chamber of Deputies, 
M. Challemel-Lacour declared on the part of 
the French Government that these Conventions 
were the direct result of the activity and the con- 
ferences of this association. At the Berne Con- 
ference of this month, we framed a plan for an 
International Copyright Union, with the direct 
help and sanction of the Federal Council ; and, 
{ may add, before we closed our labors the 
Government of the Confederation accepted our 
‘ projet’ as the basis on which they were prepared 
to invite the European Powers to hold an official 
Conference forthwith. This ‘ projet,’ together 
with the text of the Copyright conventions al- 
ready carried by the association, will be submit- 
ted at length to the public as soon as possible 
alter the close of the Congress now sitting ‘at 
Amsterdam ; meantime I crave in your paper to 
establish the fact that the International Literary 
Association—which includes in the ranks some 
oi the most distinguished men of letters now 
living, as for England, Mr. Gladstone, Mr Ten- 
nyson, and Mr. Froude; for France, M. Jules 
Grévy, Victor Hugo, and Emilie Augier; for 
Germany, M. Freytag; for Austria, Count Beust 
and M. Nordmann ; for Spain, Emile Castelar ; 
lor Russia, Count Leon Tolstoi, etc.—has not 
been unmindful of the mission, in the interests 
of which it was formed in 1868, under the presi- 
dency of Victor Hugo. We claim to have done 
some useful work already ; enough to deserve 
the support of all lovers of literature, in the en- 

favor we are now making to bring about one 
uniform copyright, or copyright union, for all 
‘ations that have a literature ora school of art.” 
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LITERARY PIRACIES. 
From the N. Y. Observer, Oct. 18. 


THAT there are pirates on the land as well as on 
the sea, is a fact well known and greatly to be de- 
plored. The Rev. Dr. Blaikie, of Edinburgh, 
convicts one of our New York religious journals 
of the sin and shame of piracy. And what is 
worse, he says that the offending journal not only 
took one of the papers out of a foreign magazine 
but it took ‘‘ Three liberties with the paper: (1) 
The article is clipped and curtailed ; (2) No refer- 
ence is made to its source ; and (3) No reference 
is made to its occasion. Consequently the name 
of one of the previous writers is seen flying about 
in it, without the slightest indication where the 
writing of that gentleman isto be found. Anoth- 
er paper in the journal is the substance of a New 
Year's address that appeared inthe Free Church 
Monthly, but itis abridged and otherwise ** im- 
proved”’ in away somewhat trying to any author 
who has some regard to style and toa natural 
method.’’ 

These are cruelties inflicted on the victims of 
the piratical cruiser, and we lift up our hands 
against such practices. 

We are annoyed by them as we take up certain 
British religious magazines, and especially period- 
icals for the young. We would gladly copy some 
of the papers, but we know not to whom we 
should give credit for them. Largely (shall we 
say for the most part) they are stolen from Amer- 
ican sources, and were we to quote one of them 
crediting it to the foreign thief, we should do in- 
justice to the owner on this side the broad At- 
lantic. 

There is no international copyright law to pre- 
vent these abuses. Legally it is free plunder : 
morally it is very wrong. 

The American National Temperance Society 
publishes a list of British books which it reprints 
and pays full copyright for every copy of those 
books sold. And the society says: ‘* More of 
our copyright books have been republished in 
Great Britain than we have republished of theirs, 
but we have never received one penny for the 
same.’’ 

Individual authors can tell the same story of 
wrong, and we publish the fact to show that the 
charge soconstantly brought by the British press 
against us, is abundantly true as applied to them- 
selves. 

Two wrongs make neither right, and we will 
lend every possible support to the establishment 
of a treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain, to secure to British and American au- 
thors their »7g/¢ to their own terms in the pub- 
lication of their works in the two countries.

HEALTHY COMPETITION. 
From the London Bookseller, Nov. 3 


WHATEVER the United States may say in favor 
of a protective tariff, the enterprising citizens of 
the great republic have no objection tu profit by 
our free trade. They send us illustrated maga 
zines and books in increasing numbers, and we 
must say that if the reception these have met 
with has been cordial, it has been fully deserved. 
Harper's Magazine and The Century have already 
had an invigorating effect upon our own pub- 
lishers, and the end of the competition has not 
yet been reached. Whatever lessons the Ameri- 
cans have to teach us we shall learn, slowly per- 
haps, but very thoroughly. It might be sup- 
posed that sanitary science was about the last 
thing we should be indebted to America for. In 
spite of their youth, New York and most other 
American cities are incomparably behind London 
in their sanitary arrangements, or more correctly, 
perhaps, in their sanitary administration. How- 
ever this may be, the Americans are determined 
that we shall share all they know on the subject, 
and the New York Sanitary Enginerr, whose mis- 
sion is to ‘‘ raise the standard of sanitary engi- 
neering, to check the adulteration of food and 
drugs, and secure the promotion of efficient sani- 
tary work,’’ will be published regularly every 
week in London. If it has anything to say 
which is worth attention, it will assuredly find its 
circle of readers. 


SALE OF MAYNE REID'S BOOKS. 


THE following details, which the Pa// Mall 
Gazette believes to be correct, concerning the 
sale of Captain Mayne Reid’s novels may be 
interesting : In 1860 nine books of the novelist 
came into the hands of Messrs. G. Routledge & 
Sons, namely, * The Desert Home” (of which 
8748 were printed), ‘‘The Boy Hunters ’”’ 
(8455), ‘* The Young Voyageurs’’ (6954), ‘* The 
Forest Exiles’’ (8315), ‘‘The Bush Boy’”’ 
(6710), “‘ The Young Yagers’’ (5796), ‘* The 
Boy Tar ’’ (6878), ‘‘ The Plant Hunters ”’ (5000), 
and “ Ran Away to Sea’’ (6000). In Novem- 
ber, 1860, Captain Mayne Reid wrote for the 
same firm two original books, called *‘ Bruin, 
or, The Great Bear Hunt,”’ and *‘ Odd People ;”’ 
of the former 9000 were printed, of the latter 
8000. In July, 1879, ‘‘ Gaspar, the Gaucho’”’ 
was published, of which 3000 copies were print- 
ed. In February, 1860, twoof his novels, ‘* The 
War Trail’’ and ‘* The Quadroon,’’ came into 
their possession, of the former 14,500 and of 
the latter 11,400 copies being printed. In Jan- 
uary, 1878, twenty more of his novels came into 
their hands.

gers’’ and “‘ The White Chief ’’3000 copies, and 
of the remaining seventeen 2000 copies each.
